Number 54,596 occupied a death1 
cell at the Ohio State penitentiary 
today. 
In solitary confinement he will 
count the days until December 2 
when he will walk out of the cell 
to pay the penalty the state ex­ 
acts for murder. 
Recurring days will be indicated 
by the little patch of light shining 
through the barred cell openings. 
Successive patches of light and 
darkness 
will 
eventually 
bring 
Number 54,596 to the day of his 
execution. 
Perhaps a thumbed calendar.and 
a stubby pencil may take the place 
of the hap-hazard accounting of 
days by the light and darkness. 
For in the death cell on dark days, 
it would be difficult to tell wheth­ 
er the out of doors has day or 


night. 
Thus Number 54,596 may sit In 
his coll and mark off the days that 
spell the approach of death. And 
today Number 54,586 has 102 more 
days to live and 
tomorrow he 
w ill have 101 days of life and the 
day after tomorrow there will be 
only IOO days left to prepare for 
death. 
And when there are no 
more days to count, then Num­ 
ber 54,596 will be led from his 
cell to a room where a solitary 
chair is the only piece of furni­ 
ture. 
Into this chair Number 54,596 will 
b e placed and tightly bound with 
straps while a cloth will be plac­ 
ed ovpr his head and face. Then 
Number 54,596 will be asked if 
he has a final statement to make. 
And if he is guilty, Number 54.- 
596 will be wise to admit it, as the 
confession will be good for his 


soul. 
And if he is not guilty, or 
stubborn or fool hardy, Number 
54,596 will say nothing or deny 
his guilt to the last. 
Then, his statement having been 
made, electric current will be turn­ 
ed Into the chair on which he sits 
and there will be a contraction of 
the muscles, a stiffening of the 
body and a few thin wisps of 
smoke thai denote the end.

C H IC A G O educator is campaigning for a 12-month 
* * school term. 
His arguments a r e ‘that no industrial con­ 
cern would keep its plant idle two months of the year; an 
all-year plan increases efficiency in school administration; 
losses due to interruption of school work can be eliminated; 


civil and moral training can best be accomplished by an all- 


year schedule. 


In his comparison of the public schools with the in­ 


dustrial plant the educator betrays the real weakness of his 


argument. 
H e would reduce the growing child to a manu­ 


factured laborer, in a second sense. 
He has considered only 


the objective, ignoring the subject to be used in obtaining 


it. 


None can refute that a child can learn more in 12 


months han in nine or ten months, or that much taught in 
one school term is forgotten during the summer recess, or 
that the restraint exercised bv the school upon the pupil 
should bs exerted throughout the entire year in the case of 
children where the proper home restraint is absent. 
These 
are admitted, but only as necessary evils. 


One question which must be answered first of all in 
the consideration of the education of the child is its physical 
and mental capacity. 
Experience has shown that the child 
is mentally more alert and physically more robust when it 
enters school in the fall than when it leaves school in the 
late spring. 
W h a t stronger proof of the indispensability of 
summer-recess is needed?
